Olling of roads in Sequoia National 
Park was recently completed. The 
General's highway, from the park line 
to Lodge Pole, and branch roads in 
Giant Forest were treated. In all they 
totaled twenty-eight miles and about 
480,000 gallons of ofl were used. 


Delinquent taxes of the Turlock Ir- 
rigation district for the year 1929-30 
amounted to $38,890.18, according to J. 
©. Clipper, assessor-collector. This 
amount includes penalties and costs 
and is usually reduced by half or more 
by the opening day of the tax sale, set 
this year on August 22. The deling- 
uency is a normal one, Clipper states. 


A complete survey by Robert Heck, 
city building inspector, revealed that 
a house building boom has _ struck 
Pittsburg, spurred by the location of 
the new $5,000,000 Shell Chemical 
Company nitrogen fixation plant 
there.
